The Berlin Wall Should Go 


The concrete wall which divides East 


and West Berlin may prevent visitors to 
West Berlin from seeing the squalor which 
lies beyond it. If this is a virtue it is the 
only one the wall possesses. Its very exist- 
ence is an admission to the world that the 
failure of Communist rule is so great that 
the Reds cannot afford to have others see 
it for comparison with the Western World. 


Now, however, a new weakness has de- 


veloped as a result of this wall. Recently 
border guards have been defecting fre- 
quently. At the same time there have been 
some suspicions raised because border 
guards firing upon fleeing East Berliners 
have turned out to be exceptionally poor 
marksmen. The Communists have taken 
note of this fact also and are now setting 
up special courts to try border guards who 
miss in firing at refugees. This develop- 
ment has been reported by a Communist 
officer who escaped recently. 


In the past many sympathetic guards- 


men have remained on duty firing over 
the heads of the fleeing refugees or far 
behind them. In the future, however, there 


will be no safety in such action. They must 
either shoot cJown their fleeing friends or 
stand trial themselves. This rule may have 
some unexpected effects for the Com- 
munist rulers. One we believe -will be an 
increase in the defection of the guards 
themselves. Those who have deliberately 
protected refugees by their ''poor aim" 
will be under severe pressure to escape 
from their dilemma in the future and it 
seems possible that many of them will de- 
cide to run for it. 


Recently several West Berliners were 


c a u g h t after they blasted a nine-foot 
square hole in the concrete wall of the 
American sector. The German police say 
these men had plans to set off a series of 
blasts along the wall. We trust the West 
Berlin court will be as lenient with them 
as the civilian East Berlin courts have been 
with the East Berlin guards in the past. 
An indication of how generous the East 
Berlin courts have been is clearly indicated 
by the Communist program which calls 
for special courts to convict them and "a 
punishment,battalion" and special prison 
for guards who shoot to miss. 


Sunday Closing Laws Are Legal 


The United States Supreme Court has 


refused to review a decision upholding the 
validity of Kentucky's Sunday closing law. 
That means that the decision of the Ken- 
tucky court of appeals stands for the pres- 
ent as a valid law. 


The court of appeals held that Ken- 


tucky's Sunday closing law was legal under 
the Kentucky and United States Constitu- 
tions. Thus we have further encourage- 
ment for legislators to set up such laws 
when they are demanded. 


In Kentucky, a department store and 


a furniture store were each fined $20 for 
employing persons on Sunday. The stores 
appealed, basing their plea upon the claim 
that the Kentucky law disclosed an intent 
to aid religion in violation of the federal 
Constitution. This is probably the only 
ground on which an appe?l could be based 
•with any hope of getting the court's atten- 
tion. And that now has been turned down. 


The supreme court upheld the Blue 


Laws in Man-land, Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania in decisions announced May 
29. 1961. The court decided then that the 
purpose of most Sunday closing laws was 
to provide a uniform day of rest and 
recreation. This, it held, might be on Sun- 
day without necessarily having any reli- 
gious motive. 


It is pretty clear now that Sunday clos- 


ing laws are valid under the U. S. Constitu- 
tion. But unfortunately such laws are not 
only valid, they are inflexible and most 
uncomfortable. The best way to avoid 
them is for merchants and their customers 
to conduct themselves in such a way as 
to avoid legislative action in the first place. 
The states which have such legislation 
invited it by trading on Sunday in a man- 
ner which affronted a great many influ- 
ential people. 


Women and Service on Juries 


Most Americans recognize their obliga- 


tion to Serve on juries when they are called 
and do so unless they have a compelling 
and valid reason to be excused. That is, 
except for women in Wisconsin. In this 
state, any woman selected for jury duty 
merely has to ask to be excused without 
any explanation except that she is a 
woman. This fact, along with other exam- 
ples of some archaic provisions relating to 
the jury system in Wisconsin, was brought 
out by Circuit Judge Bruce Beilfuss of 
Neillsville in an appearance before the 
Wisconsin Board of County Judges re- 
cently. 


There may have been reasons for the 


excuse for women many years ago when 
custom, right or wrong, decreed that the 
woman's place was strictly in the home. 
But women in recent decades have more 
and more taken their places in the civic 
life of communities with, we have no 
doubts, considerable impact for good. With 
respect to jury duty, Judge Beilfuss puts 


it rather well: "The role of women as 
jurors in the administration of justice is 
just as important as that of their menfolk. 
Their feminine judgment in deciding jury 
trials represents a cross section of society." 


Jury service is one of the most impor- 


tant duties a citizen can perform because 
juries annually decide the fate of thou- 
sands of defendants in criminal cases and 
they also make important decisions in civil 
cases involving millions of dollars in dam- 
ages. Women recognize the importance of 
the role jurors play in such actions and 
most of them are willing to accept their 
obligation. 


For those who would shirk the respon- 


sibility without valid grounds, the law 
should be changed to require them to 
serve as jurors when they are called. As 
Judge Beilfuss put it, "Automatic excusing 
of women from jury duty should be 
tabooed." We think most women would 
agree if only for the reason that the 
change would apply to the few who would 
shirk their obligation.

And the happiness which 
contorted her face and all her actions was wonderful. 


I was very satisfied with myself after leaving. And then the re- 


verse thought struck me again. All I could do was resolve that I 
would return soon next year. And for the moment this has satisfied 
my conscience.

How wonderful it would be if all of us could keep these kind of 


resolves. If the softly deepening feeling of compassion which Christ- 
mas generates would become a year-around inspiration.

frankly) a thriving, mechani/ed. 
even materialistic society. We 
have gone far beyond the sub- 
sistence level of existence, and 
depend for our prosperity on a 
multitude of fringe industries — 
including those manufacturers of 
novelties and luxury goods that 
spel! 
the 
difference 
between 


marginal living and enjoyment 
of the "better things of life. 


If we are even to approach 


our dream of full employment, 
we must constantly encourage 
producer* of baby orchid brooch- 
es and m u l t i-colored watch 
bands and fruit-enclosed lighters. 


Our e n t i r e economic life 


(which supports secular and sa- 
cred institutions alike) is built 


on a continuous, and indeed in- 
dispensable cycle of supply and 
demand. And it is the Christmas 
season on which large segments 
of our 
population depend 
for 


that annual period of peak de- 
mand which can mean the dif- 
ference between red and black 
ink — and sometimes even the 
ability to make good on that 
last $20 of one's church pledge. 


There are, for example, the 


hundreds of employees of the 
L. C. Williams Co., of Houston, 
lex., which has as its main 
product the "visual announce- 
ment of Christmas."

For an example of what the 


enforced "de-commerciali7.ation" 
of 
Christmas can 
do 
to 
the 


economy of a community, we 
need only look to Cleveland and 
New York City, where newspa- 
per strikes have drastically cut 
down the merchants' opportuni- 
ties to hawk their holiday season 
wares. 


Government economists fear 


that retail sales in the afflicted 
areas will fall from 5 to 8 per 
cent below last year's level be- 
cause of this painful de-emphasis 
on Christmas shopping. 


Of course, what bothers most 


of the critics of our Christmas 
customs is what Maymie Rich- 
ardson Krythe, author of "All 
-About 
Christmas," 
calls 
our 


"strange m e d 1 e y of Christian 
and p a g a n rites." But this 
curious admixture of customs is, 
in large measure, the fault of the 
early C h u r c h Fathers them- 
selves, who chose to move the 
p r i n c i p a l observance of the 
Christ Child's birth f o r w a r d, 
from Epiphany (Jan. 6) to Dec. 
25. 


Pagan Festival 


"It is interesting to note," 


writes Mrs. Krythe. "that dif- 
ferent sources have suggested 
reasons as to why early Church 
officials'have selected this par- 
ticular date. Many of the Roman 
soldiers were adherents of Mith- 
raism, a religion that for a time 
was a strong rival to Christianity 
in the empire. 
Its most im- 


portant feast day. Dies Sol is In- 
victi Nali 'Birth of the Uncon- 
quered Sun', occurred on Dec. 
25. The Church authorities may 
have set the date of Christ's 
birth to correspond to celebra- 
tions already in vogue through 
earlier beliefs. . .Perhaps they 
thought it wise to give a sacred 
meaning to pagan observances, 
rather than antagonize new con- 
verts by doing away completely 
with old customs." 


For whatever reason the date 


was chosen, it has given us a 
heritage of non-Christian, as well 
as Christian, practices that are 
commingled in this country dur- 
inp the holiday season. And the 
imprint of this decision can be 
found on the festival of Chri.U's 
birth even today. 


The English Puritans were at 


least forthright in their opposi- 
tion to this popular combination 
of pagan and Christian rites. 


In I(i47, they pushed through 


Parliament an act abolishing the 
observance of Raster, Whitsun- 
tide and the "wanton Baccha- 
nalian fea.it of Christmas." Their 
repressive ddion found an echo 
in the American colonies in 1659 
when the Pilgrims enacted a law 
in thr general court of Massa- 
chusetts to punish those who 
"kept Christmas." 


Although ihc law was later re- 


pealed, 
thp Pilgrims retained 


their hostility to the religious 
observance of Christmas for the 
better part of two centuries in 
parts of New England. 


At this point it can also he 


noted that, had the Father of 
Our Country kept Christmas with 
the d e v o t i o n that would be 
expected of a Chief Executive 
today, the United States might 
very well never have achieved 
its independence. For it was on 
the night of Dec. 25. 1776. that 
George Washington — as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Revolu- 
tionary Armies — crossed the 
Delaware River, surprising the 
Christmas-keeping Hessian mer- 
cenaries who were stationed at 
Trenton, N. J.

His life and His w o r d s and 
deeds, obviously doesn't concen- 
trate on human physical or emo- 
tional appetites alone, but rather

physical are in balance and are 
harmonized. The recipients of 
Christ's charity, on the most 
part had nothing to give In re- 
turn. 


Since our society by its very 


nature d e m a n d s the constant 
creation of new needs by the

Where we have built up the de- 
sire of immediate

No Justification 


Even though we can explain 


the exploitation of Christmas, 
there is no reason for us to 
justify the stand that there is 
real value in the status quo. 


If renewal, progress and cre- 


ative concern is possible in hu- 
man relationships in any direc- 
tion, then surely progress is pos- 
sible 
and 
must be 
urgently 


worked for here. 


With the economic interests 


placing such emphasis on Christ- 
mas buying and Christmas shop- 
ping that 40 to 50 per cent and 
even more of the year's business 
is done at Christmas time, the 
practice should give us pause. 


If we c o n t i n u e building an 


economy, or even placing the 
good health and wealth of our 
industrial and business complex 
on such a shabby and shakey 
foundation, then the 
economy 


and standard of living is living 
from day to day, in a state of 
anxious expectancy. 


Neighbors' View 


This period of self-indulgence 


into which we've made Christ- 
mas- must iook strange to our 
less fortunate neighbors in South 
America, east Africa, or the Far 
East. When those who do not 
know Christ focus on His life and 
His truth and His love only in 
the light of Christmas trees and 
fat Santas, they must 
get a 


terribly inaccurate picture. 


In former times. Christianity 


became closely allied with sel- 
fish, 
imperialistic colonialism 


fostered by people not unlike 
those who have used Christmas 
for humanistic and materialistic 
designs. For this reason. Chris- 
tian missionaries have difficulty 
in separating the fabric of truth 
and the gift of life which is 
truly Christlike from the con- 
fusion and chaos of misrepresen- 
tation of selfish individual and 
national interests. 


Christians discovering a real

Gillett. a lum- 
berman, had been the owner previously, hut 
had been unable to pay the taxes on it during 
the hard days following the Civil War. 


There are still trees in Gillett, though on 


Birch Avenue there are no birches and on 
Oak Avenue there are no oaks, but it's probably 
true that even the least of the trees which lend 
shade and beauty to the residential regions of 
Gillett, even this is worth at least as much as 
the downtown section cost Mr. Gillett in 1884.

Rail Junction 


By the turn of the century, 


Gillett's proximity to rails and 
to timber turned it from a spe- 
cific lumbering town to a rail- 
road junction wherein as many 
as five big log runs chugged 
out of the village daily. 


Today much of Gillett's eco- 


nomic status is supported by 
the many farmers in the near- 
by area. Its shopping areas in 
the downtown section are good 
and are complete — probably 
better than many 
other 
like- 


sized community. If the mer- 
chant caters to the farmer, it 
is simply a continuation of a 
step taken long ago when free 
movies would be shown in emp- 
ty fields to the visiting, shop- 
ping farmers. 


The intensely loyal

nity spirit probably had its be- 
ginning in the 
Advancement 


Association which was formu- 
lated in 191fi. It was a spright- 
ly

which drew 


membership from every corner 
of the burgeoning city.

Someone lacking 
diplomatic 


talents halted Mr. Zippel at the 
gate and told him he could not 
enter unless — like everyone 
else — he paid admission. He 
paid — wrathfully. 


The next day. August Zippel 


showed up at the ball diamond 
with a plow and a team of 
horses, and he promptly plow- 
ed up the lovely ball diamond. 
It required much skill and urg- 
ing on the part of practically 
everyone in town to assuage 
Mr. Zippel's bruised feelings. At 
last he gave in to the commu- 
nity, and 
restored 
possession 


of the field to the community 
which had affronted his sense of 
justice. 


That, too. was an example of 


a community which works to- 
gether and what can be wrought 
if it does. If the people of oth- 
er cities worked as wholeheart- 
edly for community good, al- 
most every city of Gillett's size 
would be almost as nice.

OR MORE THAN 45 years, the Krem- 
lin's propaganda machine has ham- 


mered away at the theme that Christmas 
is a fraud. 


Yet one day next \\eek hundreds of Soviet 


children will troop into the Great Kremlin Palace, 
the very citadel of Red atheism. There they will 
stare wide-eyed at a towering fir tree festooned 
with lights and bright baubles, and accept gifts 
from Grandfather Frost—a benign old gentle- 
man who looks suspiciously like Santa Clans. 


To be sure, the word "Christmas" will never 


be uttered, certainly not by the Kremlin sponsors. 
The gathering is calculated to instill in the 
children a devotion not to God but to the state. 


Undoubtedly, the regime succeeds at least 


partially in this aim. But as a news correspondent 
who lived two years in Moscow, I can testify that 
the occasion also stands as a monument to the 
Kremlin's failure to erase Christmas from the 
hearts of the Soviet people. 


Shortly after my arrival in Moscow, I stood 


shivering one day on Gorky Street, one of the 
capital's major thoroughfares. While waiting for 
a taxi, I pondered the sadness of the holiday sea- 
son in Russia. It was Christmas morning, and I 
thought of the Nativity scenes in the store win- 
dows back home in America, the streets overhung 
with holly, the soft peal of church bells. 


In Moscow, it appeared to be just another

workday. Just one touch of color showed in the 
great, drab street—a huge red banner urging 
"Onward to the Victory of Communism." 


Anyone who lives in the U.S.S.R. learns, how- 


ever, that beneath the dreary surface the Spirit 
of Bethlehem survives after all the years of 
propaganda, pressure, and persecution. 


Small gift:>, even crude Christmas cards, are 


exchanged among friends. And when I \isiu-d 
the home of one Rus.sian during the holidays, I 
was surprised to .see a Christmas tree; I knew 
they were unobtainable in the markets. "1 cut n 
myself in the forests near Moscow," he explained. 
"Many of our people do so." 


But more worrisome to the Kremlin is the fact 


that millions of professed atheists who never go 
to church any other time—e\en Communist Party 
members—attend the special Christmas services 
which are held on the evening of Dec. 24 in 
Roman Catholic and Lutheran churches and on 
Jan. 7 in the Russian Orthodox churches 
T 


AKE THE CASE of Vasily, a Soviet journalist 
who once told me mockingly that: "Our cos- 


monauts found no God in space." One Christmas 
Eve I visited Moscow's St. Louis Cathedral, 
where attendance usually is light for normal ser- 
vices. But on this occasion, I could barely crowd 
in. As I surveyed the faces, I was struck by the 
number of young people there—including Vasily, 
who stood silent with his head bowed. 


Although galled by the persistence of the 


Christian faith, Khrushchev and company cannot 
afford to return to the harsh persecutions of the 
Stalin era; the resulting discontent might dan- 
gerously impair industrial production. 


The regime's current tactic is a flank attack. 


A clever campaign is under way to take Christ 
out of Christmas—to preserve the festive trap- 
f 


pings while removing the religious content and 
turning the holiday to Communist purposes. 


Christmas is not forbidden; it is simply ig- 


nored. But on New Year's Day, celebrations 
are held in workers' clubs and Young Pioneer 
Palaces all over Russia. The traditional Christ- 
mas tree is there, with all the trimmings. But it 
is called a New Year's tree, and the accent is on 
the "glorious victories" to be won by communism. 


The children's party at the Kremlin is the most 


glittering of all, with admittance reserved for 
those who have especially distinguished them- 
selves in Young Pioneer work for the Soviet 
state. Grandfather Frost, a rotund, white- 
bearded fellow with a sparkling suit, plays the 
traditional role of Saint Nicholas. 


The authorities go all out to make the celebra- 


tion a truly happy and memorable one. They hope 
the youngsters will grow up identifying this oc- 
casion with the Party, not the church. 


At home, most Russian families now have a 


tiny tree of their own. Again, it is called a New 
Year's tree, at least in the presence of foreigners. 
But it is significant that the tree usually stays in 
place until Jan. 8, the day after the Russian 
Orthodox Christmas—even in the homes of my 
"godless" Soviet acquaintances.

Editors' Note: No personality in show business has spent more 
time, energy, and talent entertaining our GIs overseas than Bob 
Hope. For the morale-boosting effect of these many visits, which 
date back to World War II, Hope will be awarded the Congressional 
Gold Medal by President Kennedy sometime during 1963. He will 
thus be among the very few Americans ever to be accorded this high 
national honor. In the following story, Bob tells about his annual 
Chnstmas tnps overseas, which hare become an eagerly awaited 
tradition by GIs everywhere. 


DEFENSE DEPARTMENT just telephoned to remind me: 


it's that time of year again—time for me to be on my 


way to meet old Father Christmas somewhere in Japan 
Korea, Okinawa, South Vietnam, or Thailand. 


When people ask me why I have been going on these trips for 


more than a dozen years, I can tell them only what a f/ift it is to 
see the light of laughter shining in thousands of homesick eyes 
Everyone who has made these trips feels the same way; he wants 
to climb on a plane and go again. Maybe we're hooked on the box 
lunches, but I feel we are privileged citizens. 


So forgive me if I, who am usually blessed with glibness, find 


it hard to share my feelings about the 5,000 Marines in Korea who 
spent five hours huddled for warmth in the biting cold waiting for 
us to arrive. Or about Thule. Greenland-probably the most desolate 
spot on earth—where we found ourselves on New Year's a time of 
the year when it is dark around the clock. 


Bill Holden and his wife Brenda Marshall, Anita Ekberg, Jerrv 


Colonna. Margaret Whiting. Bob Strauss, and Les Brown and his 
orchestra were there with me. We saw the New Year in with several 
hundred soldiers who were so tightly packed into a tiny gymnasium 
that some actually were hanging from the equipment on the ceiling 


At midnight the band broke into "Auld Lang Syne " and then 


came dead silence. Seconds later, there was one loud yell from hun- 
dreds of throats, a roar of anguish born of loneliness and pent-up 
emotion that seemed to need a united outlet. It ended as suddenly 
as it began, and then everyone in that bleak auditorium marched 
onto the stage to say "Happy New Year." By coincidence, thev were 
all huddled around Anita Ekberg. 


I saw a lot of our servicemen during World War II, but my first 


real Christmas overseas was in 1948, when Tex McCrary told me 
that Stuart Symington, then Secretary of the Air Force, had asked 
him to get together a group to fly to Berlin during the airlift.

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A few months later I ran into Stu at a party at Romanoff's fol- 


lowing a film premiere. He casually remarked: "By the way Bob 
how about going to Alaska next Christmas to put on a show?'" 
' 


I didn't think much of the idea. During the war I tried to visit 


a number of nearby hospitals at Christmas time. But being away 
during the holiday season was another story, and I told him so 


"Think it over." he insisted. "I'll call you in the morning" 
When he called the house, I was still unsure. "I don't like the idea 


of leaving Dolores," I told him. 


"Bring her along." 
"But the kids expect . . ." 
"Bring them, too." 
When I heard the voices of Linda and Tony yell through the 


receiver, Let s go, Daddy," I realized everyone in the family had 
picked up an extension phone to listen in on my decision So we 
took everyone but Nora and Kelly, who were too young But to 
make sure they had a Christmas, we celebrated ours on Jan. 1, a 
custom that has continued in our family ever since. 


After that first one, my family only'went along'on a few more 


trips By now they have grown so accustomed to my absence at 
Christmas that they no longer ask if I'm going but merely where 
I m going. The only thing that bothers me is the story a friend told 
me about Dolores. He was standing next to her when we took oft 
last year, and no sooner had our plane left the ground when all the 
wives who stayed behind began crying-all but Dolores that is 
She turned to our friends with a warm, wonderful smile and said: 


I d cry if he weren't going." Maybe I should stay home next year! 


The Junkets Are Not Taken Lightly 


But seriously, my family realizes what these trips mean to me 


and everyone involved. When they tease me about them, thev do it 
gently. After I returned from one junket, they presented me with a 
huge Jlobe with Los Angeles circled on it. Underneath it was 
printed: Make this your next trip. Dad " 


These trips aren't all hardship on our part. In fact, there is verv 


little physical discomfort, except for the cold-and I have no right 
to complain when you consider that Jayne Mansfield peels off her 
mink coat and stands for hours in a low-cut dress, posing for pic- 
tures with the boys. All those flash bulbs going off must produce a 
special kind of heat therapy. 


We've been cold, sure; but by now I'm getting prettv good at 


turning blue. I suppose our coldest Christmas was spent in Pvong- 
yang. the capital of North Korea, shortly after MacArthur took it

in 1950 and not long before the Chinese Reds began to push across 
the Yalu River to drive us out again. It was 20 below zero, but 
when our teeth started chattering we had only to look at the GIs 
who had tramped through the snow for a month to reach that des- 
tination. And we were certainly better-dressed than they were. 


As we were going- aboard the plane for our return flight to Japan, 


a GI yelled: "What are you going to do with that parka, Bob?" 


"We're supposed to turn them into the Quartermaster in Tokyo," 


I hollered back over the roar of the engines. 


"I don't have one. How about leaving it here?" 
So I shucked it off and threw it to him. And for the next few 


minutes, while the engines were warming up for our take-off, a 
dozen GIs came up to the cabin door and asked for our parkas. 
Everyone aboard threw his down to them, and I'm sure no clothing 
was ever more appreciated. And the Quartermaster wasn't too 
tough; not when we told him the whole story. 


Precious Moments to Remember 


My most wonderful memories of these trips are understandably 


the little moments of genuine feeling I've experienced with our 
plane crews and the men for whom we do our shows. Most of our 
soldiers are kids, still in the "hip" stage; they find it difficult to 
show emotion, no matter what they feel. I remember such a boy 
walking up to me one Dec. 25 and handing me a diamond ring. 


"Thanks, son, but I can't take it," I told him. 
"But you gave up your Christmas for us, and I want you to have 


it," he insisted as he faded back into the crowd. That was his per- 
sonal way of saying: "We're grateful for the show." 


Or take the winter of '58, when a fellow in uniform yelled: "Bob, 


my dad wants me to say hello to you." 


"Who's your dad?" I asked. 
"He wrote me that you played for his battalion in Germany 15 


years ago." 


Sure, I felt a little like Lili Marlene. but I felt pretty good, too. 
There has been a lot of this sort of thing on our trips: shy boys 


who merely come Up to shake hands; plane crews who set up tiny 
Christmas trees in the cabin and hand out presents as we're flying 
over some desolate wasteland. I especially remember the navigator 
who gave up his bunk so I could cat nap between stops. He needed 
his rest as much as I did, but he passed it off by saying he wanted 
me to be sharp when I got up to entertain the boys at each stop. 


And there was the major in Greenland who turned over to me 


his comfortable quarters, complete with his shaving kit and an ice-

Clean (singe, if necessary) one goose, 10 to 12 
lbs.F ready-to-cook weight. Remove layers of fat 
from body cavity. (If goose is frozen, thaw ac- 
cording to directions on package.) Cut off neck 
at body, leaving on neck skin. Rinse goose and 
pat dry with absorbent paper. Rub body and 
neck cavities with salt. Lightly spoon stuffing 
into cavities. To close body cavity, sew, or 
skewer and lace with a cord. Fasten neck skin 
to back with skewer. Loop cord around legs and 
tighten slightly. Or, if there is a band of skin 
across abdominal opening, push the drumstick 
ends underneath this band. In this case, only 
abdominal opening should be closed with cord 
and skewers. Place goose, breast side down, on 
rack in shallow roasting pan. Roast, uncovered, 
at 325°F for 2% hrs., removing fat from pan 
several times during this period. Reserve fat 
for gravy. Turn goose, breast side up, and roast 
IVz to 2% hrs. longer, or until goose tests done. 
(Allow 25 min. per Ib. for total roasting time.) 
To test for doneness, move leg gently by grasp- 
ing end of bone. When done, drumstick-thigh 
joint moves easily. To serve, remove skewers 
and cord. Place on warm serving platter and 
garnish as desired.

Turn egg yolk mixture over egg whites 
and gently fold together. Fold in the coconut 
and apricots. Turn into casserole. 
6. Bake in a boiling water bath at 350°F about 
1 hr., or until a knife inserted halfway between 
center and edge of souffle comes out clean.

Why was her father so intent on making it a 


perfect yuletide? When this famous author found out, 


the holiday truly became a memorable one for her 


CERTAIN CHRISTMASES tower above 
\^> others in memory. In our family, 
one of the most unforgettable will al- 
ways be that of 1960. 


The setting was the century-old farmhouse in 


Virginia where my parents have lived since 
Father's retirement from the ministry. For weeks 
the nine grandchildren had been looking forward 
to Christmas on the farm: plenty of room to 
roam inside and out the old house, which was 
set in boxwood and surrounded by 125 beautifully 
rolling acres. 


We knew that during most of December the 


preparations had been under way at Evergreen. 
The big farm kitchen would be fragrant with 
baking cookies and fruitcake There would be a 
fire in the fireplace with its raised hearth and its 
Dutch tiles. 


The round center table in the kitchen would be 


continuously in use, not just for cooking but for 
addressing Christmas cards, for making wreaths, 
for wrapping jellies and cookies for gifts—a 
hundred uses. And on all these activities the blue 
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and white Danish Christmas plates would be 
looking down from the walls on which they hung; 
this was their season. 


Meanwhile we knew that Father had been get- 


ting the boxes of Christmas ornaments from the 
attic, testing out the strings of lights—especially 
his favorite bubble lights. He had been scouting 
Evergreen's acres for the perfect tree to cut. In 
his judgment, it must be cedar (what would 
Christmas be without the fragrance of cedar?), 
and it must touch the ceiling. He also had been 
busy in his workshop making something special. 
He was mysterious about it: "They'll be the first 
thing you see when you come into the driveway." 


On that day before Christmas we saw them: 


a group of life-sized children carolers dressed in 
bright red robes. They were grouped around the 
lantern post at the end of the driveway. Even 
the lantern wore a holly wreath. 


And as our three younger children tumbled out 


of the package-laden car (Peter John was to drive 
down separately from college), Suzie, the huge 
St. Bernard, came rushing to greet us with bells 
jingling from her collar. Yes, Father had been 


hard at work—no question about it. 


For as far back as we three children could 


remember, the yuletide season had been especially 
important to Father. Always he had regarded 
Christmas as the crown of the year's family ac- 
tivities. What we did not know was that this year 
he had felt an inner compulsion to create for his 
family the one perfect time. 


Something of his mood must have communi- 


cated itself to me. For during the next few days 
I kept remembering scenes—like a kaleidoscope 
of the years past . . . 


m HERE WAS that first remembered Christmas of 
i. my Mississippi childhood when Father had 
dressed up and played Santa for our Peace Street 
neighborhood. He had the right voice and laugh 
for the role—booming, jolly. That booming voice 
always will be one of the vivid memories of my 
childhood. 


That was the same year that he had spent weeks 


building doll furniture for my gift: a white bed 
with four posts, a dresser with drawers with 
glass knobs and a swinging mirror, a cupboard

with glass doors above the storage space below. 


Father had a weakness for tools and gadgets 


and a talent for making and fixing things. He 
was generous in using this talent along with much 
of his time for us children. When we had wanted 
to play croquet, Father not only helped us con- 
struct the court but even strung lights over it so 
we could invite our friends to play after dark. 
When I had wanted a wild-flower garden, it was 
Father who helped me prepare the little plot of 
ground. When I had gotten interested in moths, 
Dad had made butterfly nets and wing stretchers 
for me. When I had wanted a tree house, it was 
Father who built one for me in the cherry tree 
by the garage. 


With these projects we developed a pattern: I 


had plenty of ideas; Dad helped me to implement 
them. Because he and Mother entered so deeply 
into our lives and interests, for us children there 
was never any doubt about our being loved. As I 
remembered all this, I knew that this had been 
the surest undergirding for life any parents 
could have given to their children. 


Then, too, during those days at the farm, I 


kept remembering the family traditions which 
had developed through the years, many of them 
Christmas customs. We had always gone all-out 
with decorating—greens all the way up the stairs, 
on every newel post, on every mantel. There were 
always lights around the front door and en- 
twined in live evergreens in the yard. And many 
wreaths; we made them all. 
M 


AKING THINGS together always had been a 
big part of the tradition. All of fhe family 


participated in making apple butter and mince 
meat, m cracking and shelling nuts and cutting up 
fruit for fruitcake and our recipe for date-nut roll. 


Then after we had begun spending our sum- 


mers on Cape Cod, the making and giving of 
beach-plum jelly became one of our traditions. 
Finding the beach plums in out-of-the-way places 
in the Cape's sandy soil and gathering them was 
a family affair. There would follow the pots of 
cooking plums . . . the night of straining them 
. . . dozens of juice glasses all over the kitchen 
counters filled with the jelly, a glorious deep cran- 
berry color when held up to the light. 


At the end of the summer the carefully packed 


jelly would be carted back to Washington. Near 
Christmas, while we wrapped each glass in cello- 
phane, we would be remembering the tang of the 
sea wind that day we had gathered the plums and 
all the fun we had making it. 


And what would Christmas dinner be without 


our reindeer centerpiece—those six beautiful 
reindeer once made by skilled and loving German 
hands? Or how could the spirit of the Christ 
Child ever get inside our hearts without much 
playing and singing of carols and, for many eve- 
nings, the reading aloud of the beloved stories- 
like the Christmas passage from Five Little Pep- 
pers and How They Grew. Louisa May Alcott's 
Christmas at Orchard House. Leo Tolstoy's Where 
Lave Is. There Is God Also, and Henry Van Dyke's 
The Fitst Christmas Tree? 


Another family tradition was our family serv- 


ice on Christmas Eve after the hanging up of the 
stockings. The children would help prepare for it, 
and it was a rule that everyone must participate. 


That year of 1960 Lynn and Linda prepared an 


improvised altar before the living-room fireplace.

Jeffrey and Winifred (the youngest grandchildren) lighted 
all the candles. Then with all of his family gathered around 
him, Father read St. Luke's imcomparable account of the 
first Christmas. There was carol singing, with Chester and 
Winifred singing a duet—"Hark, the Herald Angels Sing" 
in their high piping voices. Then Mother, the storyteller 
of the family, gave us an old favorite: "Why the Chimes 
Rang." She made us see the ragged little boy creeping up 
that long cathedral aisle and slipping his gift onto the altar. 
Then she said: "You know, I'd like to make a suggestion. 
The floor underneath the tree in the den is piled high with 
gifts we're giving to one another. But we're celebrating 
Christ's birthday—not our own. This is His time of year. 
What are we going to give to Jesus?" 


The room began to hum with voices comparing notes. 


But Mother went on: "Let's think about it for a few mo- 
ments. Then we'll go around the circle and each of us will 
tell what gift he will lay on the altar for Christ's birthday." 


Chester, age seven, crept close to his father for a whis-

We gasped and protested, but he would not be stopped. 


"No, I so much want to say this. I've had a most wonder- 
ful life. Long, long ago I gave my life to. Christ. Though 
I've tried to serve Him, I've failed Him often. But He has 
blessed me with great riches — especially my family. I want 
to .say this while you're all here; I may not have another 
chance. Even after I go on into the next life, I'll still be 
with you. And I'll be waiting for each one of you there." 


WAS LOVE in his brown eyes — and tears in ours. No 


X one said anything for a moment. Time seemed to stand 
still in the quiet room. Firelight and candlelight played on 
the children's faces as they looked at their grandfather, 
trying to grasp what he was saying. The fragrance of bal- 
sam and cedar was in the air. 


Father did leave this world four months later — on May 1. 


His passing was like a benediction. It happened one after- 
noon as he sat quietly in a chair in the little village post 
office talking to some of his friends. His heart just stopped 
beating. That Christmas Eve he had known with a strange 
sureness that the time was close. 


Every time I think of Father now, I can see that scene 


in the living room — like a jewel of a moment set in the 
ordinary moments that make up our days. For that brief 
time, real values came clearly into focus: Father's grati- 
tude for life. Mother's strong faith, my husband's quiet 
strength, my son's inner yearning momentarily shining 
through blurred, youthful ambitions, the eager faces of 
children groping toward understanding and truth, the 
reality of the love of God as our thoughts focused on Him 
whose birth we were commemorating. 


It was my most memorable Christmas.

renaissance musical instruments in his idle hours

Hand-Made Lutes 


Williams performed as part of a voeal-stnng en- 


semble on the program He played one of his hand- 
made lutes a seven string guitar-like instrument of 
shining cherry and spruce woods, shaped like half a 
pear, and sounding just that sweet and pure 


Another of his instruments, a tenor viol was 


played by one of the students This one is something 
akin to a modem cello, though its tone is much more 
soft and thin 


These were but two of the old-style instruments 


hes built, all told, they include two lutes, five viols,

and a harpsichord, with one more viol under con- 
struction.

Today he pla>s and sings in three ancient music 


organizations One is a viol group, anothei perfoims

Obendorf, Austria, in 1818. Joseph Mohr was a Cath- 
olic poet-priest who was concerned with the break- 
down of the church organ at his parish. He was new 
there, but felt that Christmas eve deserved some- 
thing special. 


So he took one of his poems to village school- 


master. Franz Gruber, who was also an organist and 
asked him (in Gruber's words) "to set (it) to suitable 
music, for two solo voices, chorus and guitar and 
accompaniment." 


The guitar was to take the place of the defunct 


organ. Gruber caught the spirit of the idea well, 
came up with the finished arrangement in a few 
hours and the music made its debut that very eve- 
ning, Dec. 24, 1818. With Mohr and Gruber Singing 
the solo parts, the song was an immediate hit. In 
fact, in a few short years it had been translated into 
various other languages because people everywhere 
loved it. 


The song—"Stille Nacht, Heilige Nacht"—our be- 


loved Silent Night. In 1948, on the 130th anniversary 
of the song's birth. Austria issued a commemorative 
honoring the two men responsible.

Let' s Build a 'Glamor Tree/ Design Expert Fred 
tke Shows Just 


Plenty of Skill, Time 
Goes Into Construction 
Of Unique Holiday Tree

Christmas is many things to many people. 


To children it means toys, caroling, a holy infant 


in a manger bed. For young marrieds it is Christmas 
Eve services and the thrill of filling stockings while 
the youngsters are asleep. For grandparents it is the 
pleasure of looking forward to reunions with children 
and their energetic offspring. 


But for the Fred Heidtke family, 709 Stevens St., 


Neenah, Christmas has an additional significance. 
For this is the season when Heidtke can bring to frui- 
tion plans he has been formulating over the 12-month 
period between holidays, and he and his wife can 
share with their friends the fruits of Heidtke's skill 
as a designer and craftsman,. 


Holiday Tree 


Heidtke's annual Christmas project is a distinc- 


tively-styled holiday tree, on which he lavishes all 
the care and skill years of experience in display work 


Attach Leaves to Wire Mesh 


have given him. As manager of Floraltape sales for 
Marathon, a Division of American Can Co., he is fa- 
miliar with the latest techniques of interior decora- 
tion and floral arrangement. 


In the past he has utilized a variety of holiday 


themes—among them "The Partridge in a Pear Tree," 
in which he attached realistic fruit to the tree and 
propped a stylized partridge in the branches; This 
year Heidtke consented to let VIEW'S color camera 
follow him as he built his 1962 yule tree. He also 
agreed to share his work plans with Sunday Post- 
Crescent readers. 


Pictured on these two pages are various stages of 


construction of Heidke's Cycos Leaf Glamour Tree. 


First Step 


The first step in construction of a Cycos .Leaf tree 


is to build a conical frame, approximately 7% feet 
in height, out of eight one-by-one-inch strips of wood. 
At the end of each step, there-is an angular cut to 
allow for assembly of the tip. The lower ends of 
the strips are securely attached to a 30-inch florists' 
wire wreath frame. 


The entire conical frame is then encircled with 


one-inch wire mesh, pulled in tightly'so as to-fold- 
in all of the cut wire ends. This step completed, the 
structure is covered with matching gold or yellow 
ochre-colored crepe paper. 


Leaves Painted 


The cycos leaves themselves are then painted the 


desired colors, either by means of a pressure-spray 
can or with a brush dipped in satin finish paint mixed 
to the color of your choice. 


For added sparkle the leaves can be sprayed 


sparsely with glitter glue and sprinkled lightly with 
gold glitter. The larger cycos leaves (22 to 28 inches 
in length) are attached to the bottom of the frame 
in circular'fashion, by means of wires at the end of 
each leaf; Layer after layer of shorter leaves are then 
added to the chicken-wire netting, until the top of the 
frame is reached. 


The tip consists of the shortest leaves of all (six 


to 10 inches in length) with the tips pointing upi*<ardf 
To complete the tailored Cycos Leaf tree, add clusters 
of gold grapes spaced for a glamorous appearance.. 


Small white lights may be attached at the baseof 


every layer of leaf tips as a means of illumiBating the 
tree. Alternatively, these lights may be omitted and a 
white spotlight advantageously placed in the room. 


In all, approximately 165 cycos leaves are used in 


construction of the tree. Thirty-eight are between 22 
and 28 inches in length; 85 measure 12 to 16 inches; 
35, 10 to 12 inches, and 20, six to 10 inches.

NEW YORK—American television viewers will be 


Christmas caroling along with Rise Stevens, her 
Metropolitan Opera co-star, tenor Brian Sullivan, and 
the famed Columbus Boychoir. between 9 and 9:30 
p.m. today, on ABC-TV's ''Voice of Firestone." The 
guest conductor for the occasioji will be the man who 
led the Firestone Symphony for more than 15 years 
—Howard Barlow. 


And the 'Tirst Lady of Opera" will have special 


reason for joy this year. 


Miss Stevens will spend Christmas in New York 


with her husband and son and family and friends at 
home, and not on the road or in performance. 


"Rise is very sentimental about Christmas," says 


her husband. Walter Surovy. "If she had her way, 
she'd always be at home for Christmas and not work- 
ing. But if she has to work, her greatest joy is to be 
working." 


When, in the course of the program. Rise Stevens 


sings "The Friendly Beasts." ''0. Christmas Tree." 
"What Child Is This?." "Joy to the World." and 
"Adeste Fidelis," the season's sentiment is height- 
ened for her as the lovely old carols and hymns recall 
her teen-age years when she sang in church choirs to 
pay for the voice lessons and the musical education 
that were to translate the dreams of the Bronx girl 
into the reality of Metropolitan and international 
stardom. - 


Co-star Brian Sullivan's mighty voice will be lifted 


in "At Christmastime." "Here We Come A-Wassail- 
ing." "It Came Upon a Midnight Clear." and "Hark 
the Herald Angels Sing!" 


Then he'll fly a continent's width away to his 


home in Encino. California. 


Sullivan ranks as one of the great American sing- 


ing finds of his generation. His career is particularly 
unusual in that he did not study or perform in Europe 
prior to his Metropolitan debut. 


Although he did not know it at the time, his road

was drafted for a student production of "The Pirates 
of Penzance." 


His fine natural voice set off a campaign of urging 


among his friends and teachers that he choose music 
as a career. 


At 21 he made his professional debut as the 


Count in an English version of "The Barber of 
Seville." 


This performance led to an offer to sing the 


same role in Italian two weeks later, with John 
Charles Thomas as Figaro. 


•With few operatic stages open to untried talent, 


he accepted an increasing number of musical comedy 
engagements, and made a tour with the "Ice Follies," 
along with another opera star-to-be. George London. 


After two years of World War II infantry service, 


Sullivan made his Broadway debut as Gaylord Rave- 
nal in the highly successful revival of "Showboat." 


But it was in another show that was being pro- 


duced at that same time that he came to a turning 
point in his career. 


Kurt Weiil's musical version of Elmer Rice's 


"Street Scene" was having its pre-Broadway try-out 
in Philadelphia. 


The producers were dissatisfied with the lead, and 


were looking for a young tenor who could act as well 
as sing. Sullivan was called, auditioned and signed. 


Eight days after the audition he was on stage. 


And he was a hit within a hit. 


During the first week of "Street Scene's" run on 


Broadway, the Metropolitan Opera's officialdom at- 
tended and applauded. 


In February, 1948. he made a brilliant Metro- 


politan debut in the title roie of Benjamin Britten's 
contemporary opera, "Peter Grimes." 


Possibly among the 26-preteen-age sopranos and 


altos of the Columbus Boychoir who will be singing 
with Sullivan and Rise Stevens on the "Voice," there 
may be a future operatic great. 


Already several Boychoir lads have established 


themselves as soloists through performances of Gian- 
Carlo Menotti's Christmas opera, "Amahl and the 
Night Visitors." 


About the choir itself, Menotti has said: "I strongly 


feel that just as Austria is proud of its Vienna Boys 
Choir, and France of the Petits Chanteurs a la CroiK 
de Bois. America should be proud of the Columbus 
Boychoir. which is equally as good as any of these 
organizations, if not better." 


The Boychoir is a unique and most interesting 


group. Founded in Columbus. Ohio, in 1940 with an 
enrollment of 30 boys from that city, the choir soon 
attracted national attention through concert and 
radio performances. 


In 1950 the school moved to Princeton New Jer- 


sey, where, in a lovely, spacious residential environ- 
ment, the school affords an opportunity for combined 
musical and academic training of high standard to 
qualified boys regardless of religious or social back- 
ground. 


Regular academic instruction 
in grades four 


through nine is offered along with a full program of 
activities. The curriculum differs from that of other 
schools only in its emphasis on music in the daily 
schedule which includes three hours of rehearsal. 


Enrollment in the ninth grade is usually small 


for by that time boys have usually become wavering 
tenors or baritones instead of the true sopranos and 
altos demanded by the Boychoir. 


In 1957, the choir was chosen by the State Depart- 


ment as the first youth group to represent the United 
States abroad. 


Unusual Stories 
Behind Writing 


Of Yule Hymns 


"1 heard the bells on Christmas day 
Their old familiar carols play . . ." 


For almost as long as Christians have celebrated 


the birth of the Christ Child, they have expressed 
their gratitude for the Savior's coming by raising 
their voices in song. 


Henry Wadsworth Longfellow's familiar Christ- 


mas verse, with its message of "Peace on earth, good 
will to men!" is only one of many poems written over 
the centuries and set to music by composers whose 
melodic skill matched their reverence. 


Charles Wesley is said to have written his beloved 


"Hark; the Herald Angels Sing" after hearing the 
chimes on Christmas morning. As early as A.D. 129 
Bishop Telesphorus of Rome urged his people to 
gather in the churches and sing "Gloria in Excelsis 
Deo" or "Angels' Song." 


And Maymie R. Krythe, in her book, "All About 


Christmas" (Harper & Brothers, New York, 1954), 
notes that St. Jerome mentions the use of carols in 
the fifth century. Several Latin hymns' celebrated 
the holy birth, including one of the eighth century, 
"Christ Is Born! Tell Forth His Name!" 


Folk Poetry 


Like most true folk poetry, early carols have two 


principal characteristics—simplicity and joy. Often 
carols reveal mythical aspects of Christmas. Many 
express the emotions and reactions of ordinary people 
to their times. 


Mrs. 
Krythe points out that St. Francis of Assisi 


is usually credited with being the "Father of the 
Christmas Carol." In 1224, at his nativity scene in 
Greccio, he led his followers in songs of praises to 
the Christ Child. From his jovial singing came a 
new idea about the holiday season. 


Most of our traditional carols, however, date from 


the 15th century, as folk songs gradually displaced 
the solemn church music at popular festivals. The 
growth of ballads, too, had a strong influence on the 
developments of carols, and songs such as "The Cov- 
entry Carol" and "The Cherry Tree Carol" increased 
in popularity. 


The stories behind the composition of some of our 


favorite carols are as colorful as the carols themselves. 


"Good King Wenceslas," for instance, is based 


on a story about King (or Duke) Wenceslas, who 
ruled in Bohemia from 928 to 935. A devout Chris- 
tian, he showed great liberality to the poor, especially 
at Christmas and St. Stephen's Day. 


Actually, the tune for the verse we now sing was 


taken from an early Swedish-German hymn collec-

tion, "Piae Cantiones," assembled by-Martin Luther 
and printed in 1682, after his death; Sir John Stainer 
later harmonized the melody. 


First Carol Book 


In 1921 Wynkyn de Word, an apprentice printer, 


produced the first published book of carols. During 
the 16th century such poets as English George Wither 
and Robert Herrick enriched the store of yuletide 
verse, while on the Continent the troubadours of 
France and the minnesingers of Germany were devel- 
oping "song as a vehicle for the expression of emo- 
tion apart from religion." 


Although the charming carol, "Away in a Manger," 


was long attributed to Martin Luther, some^ author- 
ities have agreed there is no evidence Luther actually 
wrote it. There is no doubt, however, that German 
Lutherans who settled in the East are responsible for 
its popularity in the United States. 


Perhaps the carol most sung and loved is "Adeste 


Answer fo Today's Puzzle 


Fideles" or "0 Come, All Ye Faithful," which .is used 
both in Protestant and Catholic churches and has 
been translated into 120 languages and dialects. It 
is known to have been popular, both in France and 
Germany, as early as the 17th Century. The transla- 
tion in general use is the work of Frederick Oakeley 
(1802-1880), who served for several years as Canon 
of Westminster. 


Undoubtedly the best-known American carol is 


"0 Little Town of Bethlehem/' with words by Bishop 
Phillips Brooks (1835-1893) and words by his choir 
director and organist, Lewis H. Redner (1831-1908). 
Though it was written in 1867, the hymn did not come 
into wide use until about 1890, and was published 
for the first time two years later.

brought sharply into focus in ihis final volume of 
Jones' splendid and long-needed trilogy on "The 
Civil War at Sea." The period covered, from July 
1863 to the end of the war, was one of desperate 
Confederate effort against the increasing weight of 
federal men and metal. 


It was a time of brilliant improvisation, of indi- 


vidual and collective valor, a time when the ama- 
teurs of the South often confounded the professionals 
of the North by their daring and ingenuity. That they 
foiled, almost inevitably, is of no discredit to their 
work. 


There are familiar names in the chronicle — 


Halphael Semmes and David Glasgow Farragut; David 
Porter and William Gushing. But there are many 
lesser known who shine as brightly: John Yates Beall, 
John Wilkinson, James Waddell, Francis Lee. There 
are ships of epic achievements: the Kearsarge and the 
Alabama, the Tallahassee, the Walter Witch and the 
Albemarle, and the submarine Hunley—first in Amer- 
ican history to sink a warship. 


Perhaps necessarily, this Volume Three is epi- 


sodic, lacking in continuity. But it reports a lime 
when the Confederate naval effort was disjointed, 
when it was striking out in all directions and in all 
areas, seeking to utilize any means and strategy pos- 
sible to break the strangling fingers of the Union 
blockade. Thus, we have here a series of individual 
exploits, from Lake Erie to the Bering Sen, from the 
English Channel to the Red River.

Harvard into a sectarian cement from which it might 
never have extricated itself."

As a Harvard graduate, a Harvard son and a 


Harvard father, the author is obviously still deeply 
in love with his alma mater. "There was an excite- 
ment in the air. not from pep rallies but from the 
sound of typewriters at open windows, applause from 
lecture halls, from seeing Alfred North Whitehead 
strolling through the Yard, from argument, debate 
— and always talk and more talk about courses." 


Again: "Nothing except being in love is as exciting 


as being an undergraduate at Harvard."

It is a pleasure to itport on several fascinating 


new books dealing with various aspects of modern 
science. Literate children from 10 to young adult- 
hood will have a delightful time reading these re- 
markably scholarly books. 


In tjhis age of Sputnik and Project Mercury, \v3iat 


child has not directed his eyes heavenward? H. A. 
Rey's "The Stars, A New Way To See Them" (Hough- 
ton Jvlifflin, $6) is a well-illustrated guide to the 
identification of individual stars and constellations. 
This book written in Dr. Key's humorous, conver- 
sational style, is a revised edition of the one orig- 
inally published in 1952. In addition to the charts 
there is a section explaining some of the fundamental 
principles of-astronomy, and the book jacket unfolds 
into a wall-sized map of the sky. 


More exciting and eye-catching is Patrick Moore's 


"Picture History Of Astronomy" (Grosset & Dunlap, 
$5.95), dealing with astronomical events from primi- 
tive man to astronaut. 


Spectacular Photo 


The drawings and photographs are spectacular. 


Unfortunately, manned space probes proceed so 


swiftly these days that the book is already outdated: 
Gagarin and Shepard are cited as the modern space 
heroes. 


A clever mingling of astronomy and atomic sci- 


ence is found in Heinz Haber's "Stars. Men & Atoms" 
(Golden Press. $3.99). Directed toward the older 
teen, the book provides numerous speculations on the 
nature of life, its distribution in the universe and 
the exciting "atomic clock" by which the age of fos- 
sils may be determined. 


If you have a budding scientist at home, or would 


like to foster one. bring him home a copy of Jlla 
Podendorfs "Discovering Science On Your Own" 
(Grcsset & Dunlap. $3.95). The joys of scholarship 
are seen on every page in text and imaginative illus- 
trations done by Robert Borja. 


The physical sciences are presented particularly 


well. The author exhorts her readers to discover for 
themselves the facts of science. 


The scientifically curious would also profit by ex- 


amining "The Young Scientist's Reader" fey Gerald 
M. Straight with neat illustrations by Hilda Simon 
(Hart. $2.95). Again, this is a book strong on the 
physics) sciences, but it is a trifle pedantic and test- 
bookish.

For more than three centuries a ra^elv-known 


breed ot working dog has been quietly going along 
equalling 
if not surpassing, even these almost un- 


believable achievements of our modern Seeing Eye 
Dogs and scientifically trained guard and police dogs 


With a backgiound along the Scottish-English 


frontier, the Border Collie still exemplifies the de- 
scription that Dr Johannes Cams wrote in 1570— 
' This dogge, either at the hearing of his master's 
voyce, or at the wagging and whistelmg m his fist— 
bringeth the wandering weathers and straying sheepe 
into the selfe same place where his masters will and 
wishe—whereby the shepherd reapeth this benefite. 
namely, that with little labour and no toyle, or moving 
of his feete, he may rule and guide his flocke accord- 
ing to his own desire, either to have them go forward, 
or to stand still, or to drawe backward or to turne this 
way or take that way " 


A present-day personification of all the abilities 


described above are embodied in the work of Carl 
Bradford of Wooster. Ohio Working from the Ohio 
Agricultural Expetirnental Station, he has linked 
work with the absorbing hobby of breeding, training 
and exhibiting the talents of the Border Collie Voice, 
whistle and hand signals are all used in the eddy 
parts of a young dog's training, but as he gains ex- 
perience and ability all three signals drop to a mini- 
mum 


In a large percentage of situations the accom- 


plished herding dog must work on his own and make 
his own decisions, which he can and does A young 
dog probably advances most rapidly when woiked 
with one or more veterans, but not too constantly 
lest he come to rely too much on their prowess and 
develop none of his own Much emphasis is placed 
on the amount of "eye" these individuals demon 
strate the ability to creep up with trancelike atten- 
tion on the tlock and to use force without loss of 
control A finished dog will always recognize his 
owner's sheep and cut any numbei of them out of a 
larger flock He will cut out of a flocK. and hold and 
bring up to the owner sheep m numbers from one to 
almost any designated number 


He will cut lambs from ewes, the rams from the 


ewes, or make any other ordered separation and hold 
them apart as long as desired As he progresses, the 
young dog learns to move a flock right or left -gather 
in," and ''drive out " Generally the "gather in1 is 
almost instinctive, and the ' drive out' work comes 
a bit harder In work with the huge flocks of the 
various plains atea-., much of the gathenng and driv- 
ing and shifting is done by these dogs almost on their 
own Most specimens grasp their Signals rapidly, and 
their heiding instinct needs on!} wise handling and 
direction 


Only 15 minutes a day for six months will gener- 


ally produce a finished product With slight modi- 
fications in technique many of these dogs are also 
used with cattle and poultry With sheep, a forceful 
dog will often run over the backs of a jammed flock, 
barking his commands to 'break it up " 


Rather consistently. Bradford s dogs and most of 


those belonging to other fanciers run black and 
white, but color is alwavs considered secondary to 
ability and sagacity The Bolder Collie" is not a large 
dog, langing from 30 to 50 pounds, and not too im- 
pressively proportioned His supporters are as one in 
believing in the adage of ' Handsome is as Handsome 
does" Temperament, brains and stamina are their 
goals, and with all these so cherished the breed will 
continue to thrive and astonish observers of their abil- 
ities The breed carries much less coat than the 
standard type Collie and a minimum of grooming 
keeps him fit for social status 


We have watched a number of the demonstrations 


put on by these dogs and their handlers at the Inter- 
national in Chicago, and each one seen has left an 
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''Move'" baiks a bossy Boidei Collie, leaping 


aboard to untavel a woolly traffic jam 


even stronger desire to see another None of these 
dogs may be registered with their "AKC" (The \orth

of lights. Until next Friday Jewish homes will be 
blight with candle light and joyous with ancient 
songs telling of the feat of Judas Maccabee 2,127 
vears ago. 


Because Chanuko comes in December and because 


of the symbolism of light with which it is lilled 
The 


festival of lights and Chnstmas have been balanced 
in many minds This idea is further stiengthened by 
the fact that Jewish families exchange gifts on tach 
of the eight days of Chanuko 


Dramatic Story 


However, the real stoiy—one of the truly dramatic 


stones of Biblical times—is known by lew outside of 
the Jewish congregations since the feat of Judas 
Maccabee is recorded in the Book of Maccabee one 
of the books relegated by Biblical canon to the 
Apocrypha, not usually included in most libraries 


When Alexander the Great conquered the known 


world, he portioned out the conquered kingdoms to 
be ruJed by his friends after his death 
After 137 


years of such rule, the practices o£ good government 
which Alexander had hoped would be passed down 
with the hereditary crowns had been diluted and men 
ol avarice had come to the thrones 


Such was the case in Antioch when the story in 


the Book of Maccabee starts. 


Alexander had hoped that all of the diverse ideas, 


wisdoms and practices in the lands he had conquered 
could be melded to create a better world by taking 
the best from each 
The king of Antioch had other

It was his decree that all men bow down to his 


gods and practices under a penalty that amounted to 
genocide 
He turned 'toward Egypt to enlarge his 


kingdom and after setting the Ptolems family lo 
flight, he placed his heavy hand on Israel.

There was much sorrow and death in the land 


and many turned from their faith to avoid the pen- 
alty However, in Modm there lived a patriarch by 
the name of Mattalhias who had live sons

only refused to obey but revolted and led bis sons 
and his followers into the hills and wilderness of the 
land from which they conducted guerrilla warfare, 
raiding the idolatrous temples and gathering to them 
many faithful

"Moreover Judas and his brethren with the whole 


congregation of Israel ordained, that the dajs of the 
dedication of the altar should be kept m their season 
from 5ear to year by the space of eight dajs, from 
the five and twentieth day of ihe month Casleu, with 
mnth and gladness" 


Before his death, Maccabee made a mutual de- 


fense pact with Rome and his brother 
Jonathan, 


proved Israel s power to take a place in a world ruled 
by Rome hence the scene was set for the era whose 
dawning will be celebrated Tuesday

Religious persecution has never been far from 


the children of Israel and the reminder of this per- 
secution will be as evident this year as ever

We have harvested another good crop of Indian 


corn, one of the favorite novelty products of our 
back-yard gardening enterprise 


In alternate years for a long time I have put in 


a few short rows of this decorative corn of vari- 
colored kernels, partly for the sheer fun of it. partly 
because I have discovered that theie are friends who 
are grateful for the gift of a few tied bunches in the 
fall and eaih winter for home ornamental uses. 


Corn Harvest 


My own study is adorned with samples of these 


biennial corn harvests, together with gourds and a 
few other sentimental favorites of my back-yard 
horticultural pastime. The. inferior ears and the sur- 
plus are cached in the shrubben at the rear of rut- 
place as welcome rations for the pheasants that con- 
tinue to favor us with their presence during the cold 
winter months, in spite of the encroachment of 
civilization in our rapidlj growing suburban neigh- 
borhood. 


Nor am I averse to putting out a dozen ears in the 


front yard, under the trees where a couple of fam- 
ilies of squirrels have built their winter quarters— 
although a few of the neighbors for reasons that I 
cannot quite understand persist in pretending that 
they dislike these dainty and high-spirited creatures 
They steal the feed from the bird-feeders, they 
grumble 
I say let them do so Indeed. I try to at- 


tract them by putting out some extra feed as a kind 
of benevolent bait 


Exotic Fruits 


It seems to me that these exotic fruits of the 


home garden are among the pleasurable profits of 
the gardening hobby.

the highest natural elevation in Wisconsin Two hills 
near Ogema. in Price County, have been found to be 
from 10 to 12 feet higher than either Rib Mountain, 
or Sugarbush Hill in Forest County, another contend- 
er for the "highest" honor. Ogema is about 30 miles 
west of Tomahawk 


This news is contained in the latest issue of the 


''Wisconsin Academy Review." the quarterly publica- 
tion of the Wisconsin Academy of Sciences," Arts and 
Letters. 


"In August. 1962." according to the published 


item, "the Geological and Natural History Survey. 
University of Wisconsin, requested the Topographic 
Branch of the U.S Geological Survey to determine 
the elevations of some hills east of Ogema, Price 
County, that were believed to be higher than any 
others previously surveyed in the state." 


Height Rechecked 


The Topographic Branch found that Tim's Hill 


had an elevation of 1952.9 feet, and Pearson Hill, 
about a mile southeast of the newly established high- 
est point, 1950 4. Rib Mountain, which was rechecked 
following the surveying of the Price County lulls 
was found to be 1940.76 feet high, and Sugarbush 
Hill.

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Learn Exceptions 
To Rule of Play 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


"Third hand high" is a good rule for beginners. 


If your partner leads a low card of a suit you play a 


high card to win the trick or to drive out a still higher 
caid held by fourth hand. 


]f you didn't follow this rule you might let declarer 


win a trick that you could take away from him. For 
example, suppose your partner leads the deuce of 
spades. Dummy plays low, holding three low spades, 
and it is up to you to play from K-9-7. 


The correct play is the king, and this is \vhat is 


meant by "third hand high." For all you know, de- 
clarer has A-10-x of spades. If you failed to play your 
king, you would let declarer win a trick with the 
ten as well as with the ace of spades. If you play the 
king, declarer can win only his ace. 


Exemptions 


A good player must know the exceptions to the 


rule. You play third hand high not because some 
book says so but because it will do you some good. 


Suppose your partner leads the deuce of spades 


and that dummy plays the nine from a holding of 
A-10-9. You hold J-4-3. What do you play? 


If you follow the old rule you play the jack, your 


high card. That allows declarer to win all three spade 
tricks if he has Q-x-x. If you play a low card instead 
of the jack, declarer can win only two of the three 
spade tricks. 


You may wonder what happens if declarer has

something other than Q-x-x. He will make all three 
spade tricks whether you play high or low. 


Suppose declarer has x-x-x. which means that your 


partner has led low from K-Q-x-x. He won't make such 
a lead against a suit contract. He will avoid such a 
lead against notrump, and declarer will seldom have 
only x-x-x in any suit. There is no absolute guaran- 
tee, but the low play will save a trick more often than 
it loses one. 


There's a similar exception when your partner 


leads the deuce of spades against three notrump, 
and dummy plays the jack from J-10-x. You must play 
low from Q-x-x-x. The best play is your second-highest 
card, not the queen. 


The theory is that declarer has A-x. or K-x or per- 


haps even the doubleton A-K. You cannot gain by 
playing the queen. It costs you a trick if declarer 
has the king. 


For example, suppose declarer has K-x. Dummy 


wins the first trick with the jack. Later, your partner 
can play the ace to capture the king, and your queen 
will capture dummy's ten. You win three tricks in 
the suit. 


If you waste the queen on the first trick, declarer 
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wins the king and will later win a trick with dummy's 
ten. Each side wins two tncks in the suit. 


Beware of playing third hand high when your 


partner leads a trump. You are unlikely to set up any- 
thing in your partner's hand, and losing your own 
high trump may be costly. 


West led a trump to prevent dummy from ruffing 


too many diamonds. It was a reasonable idea, but it 
had a fatal effect when East used a rule instead of 
his common sense. 


East played third hand high at the first trick, giv- 


ing up his beautiful queen of hearts to the execu- 
tioners. This play cost East 1530 points. 


South won with the king of hearts, took the ace 


of diamonds and gave up a diamond. West returned 
another trump, but South could still ruff a diamond 
with dummy's last trump. 


When South ruffed a diamond, East could only 


discard a club, gnashing his teeth as he did so. 


Draws Last Trump 


South now got to his hand with the ace of clubs 


and drew the last trump. He could then run the 
spades to get rid of his last losing diamond. Six 
hearts, bid and made. 


Of course you can see where East went wrong. If 


he had played a low trump at the first trick he would 
have been able to over-ruff dummy on the third round 
of diamonds. The over-ruff would have been the 
setting trick.
